The Open Meeting, to take place 
tomorrow at 1 pm In the Union 
Ballroom, will allow for discussion 
of the proposal and a vote by every 
'sttidènt present. The quorum iof 



an open meeting is 300, but in 
recent years, it has been difficult 
to attain even this small percentage 
of tho student body. 

SEC Chairman Gordon L. Echen* 
berg stressed the importance of- 
thc proposed increases in an ear- 
lier Daily interview with the words 
"I urge all members of the Stu- 
dents' Society to seriously consider 
this proposal, and to be prepared 
to act upon it." 

Operating Cottt 

The main reason for the proposal 
is the fact that the New Union, 
built to the needs of a dynamic 
student body, will cost many times 
more to operate than does the 
present structure. 

According to Richard Kaiser, a 
member of the SEC's commission 
to study the fee increase, the total 
increase of expenditure in the 1904 
academic year will be $04,160. This 
includes the above-mentioned costs 
plus additional expenses, usually 
unforeseen in preliminary surveys.

Dr. F. Cyril James, addressing the Sir George Willllams Unlversit/ Fall Convoeatton on Friday 
evening, stated that "the Influence of higher education oh economic growth Is responsible for the 
development of universities in all countries." 



Spcalclng to 176 graduates ind 
their friends and relatives, gath- 
ered in St Andrew's United 
Ghurch in Westmount, Dr. James 
outlined the rapid growth of uni- 
versities in the past few yean, 
and gave several reasons for this 
increa8e.|î^^gfc 

' flrst^use he pointed out, 
"is to be found in Uie growing 
recognition of. the fact that ex- 
penditure on education must be 
classified as investment; not as 
consumption or social welfare. 
The rate of Increase in Gross Na- 
tional Product Is directly related 
to the volume of expenditure on 
schools, technical institutes and 
universities." 

Cati't Compete 
. Dr. James went on to cite a 
problem "that Is of deep concern 
to all of us". "Canada's adverse 
balance of payments," ho said, "is 
due largely to our inability to 
compete with countries where 
costs are lower, and In almost all 
of the cases that one- examines 
the reduction of foreign^sts'th'iui 



been due "to technological' Innova^ 
Uons." " 

A second reason for the devel- 
opment of higher education Dr. 
James pointed out, applies mostly 
to the less developed nations of 
thé worR^'Thia* Is 'to-be found 
in the political revoliition;" said 
Dr. James, ;"In''. Africa, ia South 
America;*(aiid;in Asia, 'universities 
are needed f'to^'foster, and Indeed 
to mould,' the culture of. newly-In- 
dependent countries." ' 

"These countries must live to- 
gether hi a world where mode^ 
transportation Is steadily shorten, 
ing the distances . that separate 
them. They must understand and 
respect one another. Where, save 
in a university can that undfor; 
standing and; respect be 'devd* 
oped?" 

One of the basic causes Dr. 
James observed for the phenom- 
enal development of universities 
was the factor of population 
growth. He pointed out that the 
proportion jDf studehta wishing to 
eqitttltiiivenlty was rapidly irbing

Càiiadian Economy Discussed 
At Laval University Congress 

,^|ij^;gi[EBEC (CUP)., Six hundred students attended , the Second 
Conference on Canadian Affairs held at Laval University from 
November 20-24. The thème of this year's Congress was the 
Canadian economy and Included such speakers as Canadian 
Trade and Commerce 'Minister George Hees, National Leader 
of the New Democratic Part/, T. C. Douglas, and Deputy Social 
Credit Lèader Real Caouette along with his counterpart in the 
N.D.P., David Lewis. • 



"There Is no indication Canada 
will change her trade agreements 
with Red China and there is no 
indication that Red China will not 
be able to pay her debts," said 
Mr. Hees at the opening banquet 
of the . Conference. He emphasized 
the importance of foreign markets, 
at the same time stressing Cana- 
dian national trade. 

In a speech resembling an elec- 
tion campaign, he outlined the 
government's effort to encourage 
Canidlans to buy their own prod- 
ucts. In order to overcome Cana- 
da's, present balance, of payments 
problem,' new line products for all 
major "Industries must -be found. 

He>mèiitiioiiied 'vârioiu programs 
sueh!'''u^thé!^devaIaatlon of the 
dollar and the actions of the Na- 
tional Productivity Council which 
have been Initiated by the federal 
government to overcome this un- 
favourable balance of payments. 

Spealdog as one-half of a panel 
on. the Canadian economy, T. C. 
Douglas condemned the belief that 
separate economic decisions wl}l 
result in a program beneficial to 
all. He held that a regular co^rdi- 
nated economic policy controlled 
from the top was the only way 
to solve, economic problems. 

Francois-AIbert AÎigers, director 
of the economic school of ad- 
vanced studies and the other panel 
member disagreed,, stating that 
planning from the- ^bottom with 
advice from;.ec9npjT)|p.^jen^erts In 
different sectors.-, of - thé : economy 
would fonn-à;gooCôv«raIl.'p!ati.r- 

.There foUoweà^^uêstlon 'and 
answer period ■.-int{i^hlcbjDoiiglas 
said in reply to à question on the 
laziness of the Canadian worker 
that if a man knew that he could 
be replaced, by automation bo mat- 



ter how hard he worked, this was 
an invitation to laziness. 

Caouette and David Lewb de> 
lugcd the Congress wth propagan- 
da of the country's minor political 
parties. In his fiery French Ca- 
nadian manner Caouette expound- 
ed his views on tho present un- 
employment' problem, suggesting 
the. creation ■ of more money by 
the Bantof Canada. 
' Lewis stressed the need of social 
capitalism for lurban redevelop- . 
ment, more schools, hospitals, 
homes for the aged, theatres and 
care for the mentally retarded. 
"We cannot depend on private 
generosity for this, because it can 
hardly scratch the surface," he' 
said. 

Attention must be paid to.prob<' 
lems of particular- regions of tho 
country, pohited out the New Oe* 
mocrat }Ie further advocated, pub* 
lie control and direction of la> 
vestment. 

Caouette held that we should 
createVmoney to fill the gap be- 
twe«i|theVgcou national product 
and ttatloiial income. Lewis likened 
this plan to government one 
man and printing press. 

Build Bridges 

The Soered leader deplored the 
amount of foreign investment in 
this country but held that this 
could be. reversed by the Bank of 
Canada.. He cited as an example 
a bridgé between Quebec City and 
Levis which could'^lw built with 
the-Bank's^funds and repaid-after 
constiuctIbn.'!|^^f; 

Hé obhcIuded-MS;Vigorous, table» 
pounding remarks by..8tating that 
the Canadian economy will Im< 
prove only when the consumers 
have the money to buy the

Live Demonstration Of 
Values Of Hypnotism 



by BAYLA SCHECTER, 
Dr. Phtneai Rdblnovitch da< 
llvarad a lecture on the values 

of hypnotism In cotes of men* 
tol anxiety, depression and 
somnambulism; and then used 
two subjects^ from the audlen* 
ce to demonsitrbta Its lises, at 
Friday's maetlnO/Of the Psy* 
chology CliibT^- 

Many minor aliments, such as 
palpitations and spasms, which 
are caused by a lack of relaxa- 
tion can be overcome by the uses 
of hypnotism", stated Dr. Rabino- 
novitch. He then gave an exam- 
ple of a woman who suffered mi- 
graine headaches in order to re- 
ceive attention from her hus- 
band, and how she was made to 
realize her constant need for lo- 
ve through hypnotism. 

Dr. Rablnovitch cxplabed that 
there are three stages to hypno- 
sis; a mild state where the pa- 
tient can resist suggestion, a 
deeper stage where the patient 
is subject to suggestion, but can 
remember what happened on a- 
wakening-.-and-tho deepest stage, 
as in somnambulism, where the 
patient cannot recall what went, 
on during the trance. 

He showed that resentment 
can be built up towards the hyp- 
notist hi the deeper stage. An 
alcoholic he was trying to cure 
refused to wake up because he 
"resented the idea of being roI>- 
bed of such a luxury."

,Dr.- Rablnovitch finds that ma- 
ny «f his patients try to repress 
memories- of unhappy events 
such a< deaths or love affabv. 
This conflict often appears In 
the form of a physical ailment, 
and it must be brought to a state 
of awareness before the patient 
will recover. 

Frog Lays Eggs 

As an example, he gave the ca- 
se of the patient who was sure 
that a frog was hopping around 
in his stomach. He was made to 
vomit, during which process the 
nurse put a frog in the disposal 
basin; On scehig it, the man felt 
much relieved. A few weeks la- 
ter, however, he returned com- 
plaining that there were many 
frogs now present in his stomach 
as the result of tlie eggs laid by 
the former Inhabitant. 



Dr. Rablnovitch used a male 
and a female to demonstrate 
the power of post-hypnotic sug- 
gestion, he gave the boy (under 
hypnosis) three empty glasses 
of water to drink, and told him 
that he would feci the after ef- 
fects on waking up. After the 
subject was revived, he ran all 
the way out of Moyse Hall. ■ 
No Cat ^ 

He also made the boy put one 
of his legs into a rigid position, 
where it could not be moved, 
except at his command. The wo- 
man, under hypnosis, brushed 
away a non-existent cat from her 
lap and (after iiaving been told 
cvei7body had left), upon open- 
ing her eyes, asked why the ball 
was empty. 

To demonstrate how effective 
suggestions can be, he put the 
boy's hands into a praying posi- 
tion, and said that only by hav- 
ing his ear pulled by the girl in 
the front row could his hands 
come apart After the session, the 
hoy fhrst looked at him helpless- 
ly, and then, as was predicted, 
walked over to the girl and had 
his oar pulled. • ' : . 



Staff Returns; 
Varsity Editor 
Backed By SAC 

TORONTO (CUP) - The stu- 
dent newspaper crisis at tho 
University of , Toronto has end* 
ed with the senior editorial staff 
of The Varsity returning to 
work. 

A compromise was reached in 
the week-end feud between Editor- 
in<:!hief Frank Marzarl and five 
members of his masthead. The five 
charged Marzarl with joumalistlc 
and administrative incompetence. 

Muurl and co-editor Davo 
Grincr released a statement which 
said charges against Marzarl had 
been dropped. 

Varsity managing editor, Martf 
Daly said.the compromise included 
a clearer definition of rcsponsibil' 
Itles, which. In effect, gives the 
staff more freedom. 

During the absence of the staff, 
Marzarl put out almost single- 
handedly three issues of the paper. 
When the disagreement became 
public Marzarl was given unqual- 
ificd support from both the stu- 
dent ..couneil^presidcnt and the 
pubUeatlonu eonmâiôik'^^ .

Certain features of the electoral plalformt presented, by' 
candidates' In ;t|ty,.curreiit SEC. campaign strike us as being 
based either" on lacic of knowledge of the- issues involved 
or on a desire to mislead the student voter.* We refer to the 
flippant manner in which certain candidates make proposals 
^hich they have^no chance of implementing when in office, 
'^mlttediy there is 'one 'bright spot in the picture. In that 
the ancient and ludicrous proposal for "open SEC meetings" 
has apparently been quietly interred. Its long and unchal- 
lenged reign as the most absurd proposal presented in each 
year's' campaign, and forgotten immediately ofterwardst has 
been terminated with theorise to promlnence.oftiuch obviously 
synthetic issues as lower prices at the bbolcstorev' belter food 
at the Union and lower bus fares for students. ' 

'-,>M[l«îf ''^ reasonably obvious thaf,^ilne*vjhe. 
bdb|(storeV'']profitr'go to the SEC, no council ' in Its "Venus Is 
going to propose reducing them, especially when It is de* 
manding a fee Increase to cover growing expenditures. The 
other two proposals mentioned may be on a slightly higher 
level of desirability, if not of practicality, but such flights of 
fancy as the'suggestlon that the Union'snould ltself take over 
the preparation of food 'front) the, present catering service 
hove no purpose but to confuse the; voters. 

The truth Is that the lack of colorful issues puts many 
candidates ,at a , loss as to what to say in their' Pensketches. 
Plagiarizing freely from past years, most of them come up - 
with such banalities as "closer student-professor relationships"; 
an idea that is both original and practicable seems almost 
too much to hope for. Although a survey published by the 
Daily a few years ago did not suggest that the plotforms- 
play ci^nialor^rble-in deciding the votes of most students, 
their greatest effect Is oh freshmen who ore unfamiliar either 
with the candidates or with the process of student govern* 
ment. The more knowledgeable student is opt to smile cynic* 
ally at the suggestion that anyone. would readily be Interested 
In what the candidate Is proposing. 

Another negative feature of current political practices 
is provided by the universal custom of presenting long lists 
of activities to dramatize the candidate's passionate interest 
In student affairs. Again it is the less sophisticated voter who 
will most likely foil. to realize how tenuous the candidate's 
connection with the activity may have been, ' 

The best means of ensuring that the candidates will be 
{udged on their merits .Is to prov.ide better means by which 
they con become known to the voter, especially In the larger 
faculties. Here the SEC could clearly take the Initiative. The 
next best, more difficult of realization, would be for all 
candidates* to exercise some restraint In thé Irrelevance of 
their platforms. When cynicism and apathy toward student 
government ore allowed to spread everyone Is the loser.

Canada Is presently faced with 
a crisis which may affect her mo- 
re than any other single event In' 
her entire history. The formation 
of the European Economic Com- 
munity, otherwise known as the 
Common Market, Great Britain's 
desire to enter into it, and Ken- 
nedy's Trade^, Expansion Act, al-: 
lowing for Xmerlea's' idjiutmeht ' 
to the EEC comprises the essence 
of the, greatest economic pro- 
blem which' Canada has ever 
had to face. 

The formation of the Common 
Market was fkst proposed early' 
in 1955. In March, 1957 the Trea- 
ty of Rome was signed, and the 
' European Economic Community, 
consisting of France, West Ge^ 
many, Italy, Luxembourg, and 
the Netherlands, became a reali- 
ty on January 1, 1959. The poli- 
tical philosophy underlying the 
Treaty is the ultimate develop- 
ment of a United States of Eu- 
rope or European Federation. 
The development of this philoso- 
phy was a by-product of Europe's' 
reaction to the Marshall Plan 
which necessitated « certain a- 
mount of European economic in- 
tegration. 

The Common Market enables 
Europeui economic amelioration 
by' producing large markets for 
goiDds.-TUs enables à greater de- 
gree of specialization and divi- 
sion of labor, as well as the ex- 
ploitation of the economies of 
large-scale production. The event- 
ual eradication of economic dif- 
.ferencet vdll allow free move- 
,*in<»t';of labor and capital among 
members of the Common^ Mar- 
ket. 

British Attitudes 

Great Britain, with which Cana- 
da enjoys certain economic pri- 
vilèges, was at first undeslrous 
of joining the Common Market. 
In the fhrst place Britain feared 
the external controls and the 
loss of her autonomy to the Eu-' 
ropean federation. Secondly, she 
feared the Market's system of 
protecting agriculture In the 
form of tariffs* as compared to 
her own protection of her agri- 
culture by governmental subsi- 
dies. The third reason for Great 
Britala'a unwillingness' to job 
the Common Market, and the one 
which concerns us. mostly here, 
is her 'fearjotlthe inevitable sa- 
crifice 'she^wUlihave; toi make In 
glvhig up hêr.'êc6n6^èjUé8jWlth 
the rest of tUeVCommonwealth. 
Nevertheless Britain has realized 
that without European markets 
she cannot hope to maintain her 
. present economic level, and de- 
spite rumblings from within and 
from the Commonwealth nations. 
Great Britain is casting longing 
eyes.at a possibility of member- 
ship In tho European Economic 
Community. It is of interest to 
note here that tho extreme right- 
wing Tories and the extreme lef- 
wing factions of the Labour Par- 
ty both oppose Britain joining 
the Common Market while the 
moderates in between are more 
favourable,. 

Canadian Policy 

Since the election of the pre- 
sent Conservative government in 
Canada, Diefenbakcr has attempt- 



ed to shift some of Canada's tra- 
de with the U.S. to trade with 
Britain. This move, making Cana*. 

'^groatcàr^'fliâii^ the 
possibility of harmful effects to 
Canada's economy whenever and 
if ever England makes the plun- 
ge into the Common Market, a 
plunge, which will affect, the o- 
ther Commonwealth members as 
well.

producer of primary goods (coal, 
timber, iron ore, nickel, copper, 
uranium and other industrial me-^ 
tals as well as wheat and other 
grains). Thus' she ends up export- 
ing a great deal of these products 
to foreign nations and importing . 
a great deal of. manufactured 
goods from outside of Canada. 
■The manufacturing industries 
which do exist in Canada are, to 
a large extent, able to exist only 
because of the protection thçy 
receive from competing foreign 
goods by tariffs. Naturally Ca- 
nada is not alone in her use of 
tariffs but the proximity of large 
scale production 'systems south 
of our border make many Cana- 
dian Industries especially suscep- 
tible to failure in a tariff-less eco- 
nomy. ' 

America's response to the Com- 
mon Market problem was made 
dear a little more than a month 
ago when the American Congress 



passed a certain piece' of legisla- 
tion known as the Trade Expan- 
sion Act' The Act grants Prési- 
dent Kennedy wide tnrif{-c)it^big 
powers which he will,' Intiilf pos- 
sibility, use to adjust America's 
economy to that of the Common 
Market Since Canada's: economy 
Is so closely linked with that of 
the U.S. the Act allows for Ca- 
nada's cashing In on this pro- 
cess of adjustment , This would 
of course increase Canada's eco- 
nomic dependence on ihe y.S. 
and hence our country's besltan- 
ce to take advantage of the pro- 
vision. 

Assuming that Canada does not 
take full advantage of this pro- 
vision in the Trade Expanlson 
Act *he stands to lose a large 
part of the U.S. market, the Eu- 
ropean Market and the British' 
market 

Solution 
For Canada Î 

One solution to Canada's grave 
problem might be to readjust her 
economy in such a way as to ex- 
pand her natural resources in- 
dustries and at the same time to 
attempt to complete as many of 
the manufacturing processes on 
these natural resources as possi- 
ble before presenting them on 
the world market to compete 
with forolgn goods. Larger scale 
production, i^systenis than now 
exlsFtroOld allow' a. greater de- 
gree of specialization; lower pro- 
duction costs and ultimately a fi- 
ner product When the tariffs are 
lowered, as they inevitably must 
be, these Canadian products will 
stand their ground in the face of 
fierce competition from similar 
products in other world markett.

Saeed Mirza, ISA Chairman, 
told the Daily that Asia Weelc 
is the first sudi effort at group- 
ing together a large number of 
countries and holding a com- 
bined "weeli".

dia, and is a visiting professor 
at McGlll. Professor N. KeyfiU 
is in the Political Science De- 
partment at the University of 
Toronto. 

The three McGillians on .the 
panel are Dr. W. Smith, Director 
of -the Institute'ot Islamic Stu- 
dies,: Dr. J. Moore, Director of 
the School for Social Work, and 
Dr. Michael Brecher, Professor 
of Political Science. 

Mirza also said that in addi- 
tion to trying to show off Asia 
to Canadians, Asia Week will 
try to promote greater friend- 
ship and understanding between 
the Asian students themselves 
as they participate in this com- 
bined venture. 

He cited as an example the 
current distrust among Indians 
and Chinese over the border 
dispute, as well as the enduring 
differences between the Indians 
and Pakistani.
